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ABOUT  MILTON 

Milton  is  a  rural  town  situated  in  southeastern  New  Hampshire,  with  a  population 
of  about  3,990.   It  was  originally  a  portion  of  Rochester,  from  which  it  was  incorporated 
in  1802.  Teneriffe  Mountain  overlooks  Milton  Three  Ponds,  which  connects  to  the 
Salmon  Falls  River,  offering  spectacular  scenery  no  matter  what  the  season. 

Milton  and  its  village  of  Milton  Mills  both  border  the  State  of  Maine.  The  major 
transportation  system  providing  access  within  Strafford  County  and  to  connecting  routes 
is  the  Spaulding  Turnpike,  a  divided  expressway  running  north  to  south.   It  connects  with 
Interstate  95  at  Portsmouth,  in  close  proximity  to  Pease  International  Tradeport.   US 
route  4,  an  east-west  highway,  provides  access  to  Concord  and  Manchester.  NH  route 
125  is  a  north  to  south  local  road,  connecting  many  of  the  smaller  towns  within  the 
Lawrence-Haverhill,  Massachusetts  area.  The  NH  Route  125  north  section  connects 
communities  such  as  Conway  in  Carroll  County  with  Rochester,  Dover  and  Portsmouth 
in  the  south.  NH  Route  202  and  Route  1 1  connect  Rochester  to  communities  in  Maine 
and  to  Sanford  Airport. 

Shopping  needs  are  primarily  met  in  neighboring  Rochester,  although  there  are 
convenience  stores  and  gas  stations  located  throughout  Milton  and  Milton  Mills. 
Hospital  facilities  are  located  in  Rochester,  Dover  and  Portsmouth.  There  is  a  physician 
and  dentist  located  in  the  town. 

Milton's  municipal  government  consists  of  an  elected  three  member  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Budget  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  five 
member  School  Board  and  numerous  other  volunteer  boards  and  committees.   The  town 
has  an  excellent  on-call  Fire  Department  and  Ambulance  Corps,  along  with  a  well  staffed 
Police  Dept.  and  summer  marine  patrol.   The  Economic  Development  Committee  stands 
ready  to  assist  with  new  business  venture  and  in  the  marketing  of  the  towns  12  lot 
Business  and  Industrial  Park.   Newly  -adopted  zoning  amendments  have  increased 
industrial  areas  within  the  town. 

Recreational  opportunities  abound!   The  Winter  Carnival  held  in  February,  is  a 
weekend-long  event  with  festivities  held  amidst  a  spectacular  backdrop  of  snow  as  well 
as  indoor  activities  for  all  ages.   The  annual  4n  of  July  celebration  in  Milton  Mills  offers 
a  variety  of  events  for  all.   The  Parks  and  Recreation  Dept.  sponsors  programs 
throughout  the  year.   Ice  fishing  and  ice  racing  are  popular  winter  sports.  The  warmer 
weather  gives  way  to  fishing,  boating,  swimming  and  relaxation  at  the  Town  Beach    Mi- 
Te-Jo  Campground  on  Northeast  Pond  has  seasonal  sites  available  for  tent  and  RV 
camping.  The  New  Hampshire  Farm  Museum  offers  a  nostalgic  look  at  old-time  farming 
and  sponsors  special  programs  throughout  the  year    Milton  also  boasts  a  vast  array  of 
civic  organizations. 

Come  to  Milton!  Be  a  part  of  the  community  spirit,  pride  and  celebration  of  all

The  Town  of  Milton  contracts  its  assessing  function  with  New  Hampshire's  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration.  Municipal  Resources  Incorporated  performed  the  Town's 
assessment  functions  prior  to  November  1998.  All  assessment  records,  tax  maps,  and 
reports  are  available  for  public  inspection  during  normal  Town  Office  operating  hours. 
Property  owners  are  encouraged  to  occasionally  visit  with  the  Assessor  to  review  their 
property  and  become  familiar  with  the  assessment  process.   The  Assessor  is  available  to 
the  public  at  Town  Hall  a  minimum  of  once  per  week.   Please  contact  the  Assessing 
Clerk  if  an  appointment  is  desired.

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TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  responsible  for  handling  the  investments  and 
disbursements  of  Trusts  left  to  the  town,  Cemetery  Perpetual  Care  Funds  and  Capital 
Reserve  Funds.  Our  Trusts  include  the  Geneva  Lockhart  Fund,  the  Nute  Common 
School  Fund  and  the  Carl  Siemon  Scholarship  Fund.  Capital  Reserve  Funds  vary  from 
year  to  year,  depending  on  various  funds  that  are  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  and  School 
Board  and  are  eventually  approved  by  voters  at  annual  Town  and  School  District 
Meetings 

The  purpose  of  the  Lockhart  Fund  is  for  beautification  projects,  betterment  projects  and 
the  care  of  animals.   In  1998,  the  interest  generated  from  this  fund  was  used  to  beautify 
Jones  Brook  Park,  build  a  guardrail  at  Bicentennial  Park,  install  curbing  around  the 
triangle  area  in  Milton  Mills,  erect  signs  at  Lockhart  Field,  care  for  animals  through  the 
Milton  Mills  Animal  Protection  Service,  purchase  a  fax  machine  for  the  Highway 
Department  and  put  flowers  around  the  Milton  Free  Public  Library. 

Other  recent  projects  have  included  sponsorship  of  Winter  Carnival  events,  cemetery 
headstone  repairs,  improvements  to  the  new  Ballfield,  upgrades  to  Lockhart  Field, 
planting  of  shrubs  at  the  Milton  Free  Public  Library,  veterinary  clinic  bills,  Cocheco 
Valley  Humane  Society  and  fishing  derbies.   Residents,  town  officials  and  organizations 
make  requests  in  writing  to  the  Trustees  for  funding  to  accomplish  specific  projects. 

The  Carl  Siemon  Scholarship  Fund  Board  selected  Nute  High  School  Seniors,  Jessica 
Komar,  who  was  awarded  $5,000  and  Jeffrey  Watts,  who  was  awarded  $3,000,  as 
recipients  for  1998    The  interest  from  the  Nute  Common  School  Fund  is  given  annually 
to  the  Milton  School  District.   Since  1989,  approximately  $59,000  in  interest  has  been 
turned  over. 

The  interest  from  the  Cemetery  Perpetual  Care  Funds  covers  the  costs  of  maintaining 
individual  or  family  lots,  cleaning  headstones  and  placement  of  Memorial  Day  flowers 
for  those  who  have  established  funds  with  the  Trustees.  This  money  is  turned  over  each 
year  to  the  Town  of  Milton  Cemetery  Trustees,  the  Hayes  Cemetery  Association  and  the 
Milton  Mills  Cemetery  Association  for  maintenance.   Additional  information  can  be 
found  in  our  detailed  reports,  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report  book.   These  reports  are 
filed  with  the  state  each  year,  as  prescribed  by  law.

The  Milton  Fire  Department  responded  to  197  calls  for  service  in  1998.  Due  to  time 
constraints  in  preparing  the  annual  town  report,  we  are  required  to  close  our  books  prior 
to  the  first  of  January.  The  above  totals  are  through  December  1,  1998. 
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On  January  8    of  this  year  a  major  ice  storm  struck  the  northeast.  The  Milton 
Fire/Rescue  received  our  first  call  for  service  at  7:30  am  and  we  were  on  call  for  the  next 
four  days.  The  Fire  Department  answered  32  calls  for  service  to  direct  residences.   This 
does  not  reflect  the  total  number  of  incidents  that  were  actually  responded  to.    Most  of 
the  calls  involved  power  lines  that  were  pulled  from  residences  or  were  lying  on  the 
ground. 

I  would  like  to  send  a  personal  thank  you  to  all  of  the  dedicated  personnel  who  gave  up 
their  families  and  friends  for  this  around  the  clock  operation.   We  finally  closed  up  the 
station  on  January  12    at  9:00. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  activities  listed  above,  we  had  another  busy  year.  Although 
structure  fires  were  down,  other  types  of  calls  are  on  the  increase.   Carbon  monoxide 
problems  are  on  the  increase.   We  highly  recommend  that  every  residence  have  a  carbon 
monoxide  detector.   Carbon  monoxide  is  a  colorless,  odorless  gas  that  is  known  as  the 
silent  killer.  A  carbon  monoxide  detector  does  save  lives. 

Our  mutual  aid  has  increased  over  the  past  year  as  well.  We  belong  to  two  mutual  aid 
associations.  We  respond  when  requested  to  their  towns  and  in  turn,  they  assist  us  when 
requested.  All  it  takes  is  one  major  incident  in  town  and  all  mutual  aid  is  on  its'  way. 

On  February  28    of  this  year,  we  were  requested  to  respond  mutual  aid  to  Lebanon, 
Maine  for  a  trailer  fire.   Upon  our  arrival,  we  found  a  trailer  fire  and  the  crew  from 
Milton  pulled  a  man  from  the  burning  building.    Our  ambulance  transported  the  subject 
to  the  hospital  with  severe  burns.   Although  a  few  days  later  the  man  succumbed  to  his 
injuries,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  Milton  Fire  Department  and  Milton  Ambulance,  this 
man  would  not  have  made  it  from  the  scene.  The  family  was  grateful  that  they  had  a  few 
days  to  spend  with  their  father.    My  thanks  to  the  department  for  a  job  well  done. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  members  and  their  families  for  their  time  and 
patience.

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CODE  OFFICERS'  REPORT 


This  year  the  Town  of  Milton  saw  thirteen  new  single  family  residences,  six  mobile 
homes  and  three  commercial  projects  constructed.  This  was  an  increase  of  seven  new 
homes,  a  decrease  of  one  mobile  home,  and  two  additional  commercial  projects  over  last 
year  reports.  Last  year  this  office  issued  sixty-seven  building  permits.  This  year  we 
issued  one  hundred  fifty-seven  permits.  These  permits  include  garages,  sheds,  docks,  and 
remodeling  to  residential  housing. 

The  Health  Officers  Report  is  only  from  September  of  1998  to  the  end  of  the  year,  as  I 
assumed  the  position  at  the  end  of  August. 

The  first  complaint  that  this  office  addressed  was  the  large  number  of  feral  cats  in  the 
area  around  the  elementary  school,  with  the  help  of  the  Milton  Police  Department,  the 
Animal  Control  Officer  and  the  Board  of  Health  this  problem  was  taken  care  in  a  very 
short  time.  The  area  has  now  been  cleaned  and  the  feral  cat  problem  has  been  resolved. 

This  office  has  addressed  three  tenant  and  landlord  disputes,  which  involved  health  issues 

and  living  conditions. 

This  office  also  condemned  one  mobile  home  and  one  two-family  dwelling. 

Three  Letters  of  Deficiency  were  sent  in  notification  of  failed  septic  systems.

The  Public  Works  Department  started  the  year  with  a  series  of  storms  that  caused  roads 
to  washout.  The  ice  storm  devastated  parts  of  MILTON  AND  MILTON  MILLS  with 
downed  trees  and  power  outages.  The  public  works  crew  worked  diligently  with  all 
departments  to  secure  the  safety  of  all  residents.  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to 
thank  the  other  departments,  volunteers,  tree  companies,  telephone  and  cable  companies. 
We  all  should  give  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  extra  thanks  for  extensive 
operation  performed  throughout  MILTON  AND  MILTON  MILLS  and  other  parts  of  the 
state.

This  year  Warren  Burroughs  has  been  working  hard  to  control  non-residents  from  using 
illegal  stickers  at  the  Transfer  Station  Facility.   Danny  DiBona  has  been  looking  into 
different  ways  to  cutting  costs  for  disposing  recyclable  and  other  materials.  You  may 
have  seen  a  couple  on  new  employees,  Bob  Carswell  and  Russell  "Blackie"  Ellis  working 
or  filling  in  for  other  employees.   I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  for  their  dedication  to  the 
town  residents. 

I  apologize  for  any  inconvenience  of  delays  or  interruptions.  The  individuals  are  being 
directed  to  enforce  the  Solid  Waste  Recycling  Ordinance  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  There 
were  some  complaints  made  about  the  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station  and  Recycling 
Center  it  is  being  discussed  and  addressed  to  assure  that  adequate  funding  and  safety 
needs.

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MILTON  WASTEWATER  DEPARTMENT 


The  wastewater  facility  treated  18,053,500  gallons  of  sewage  at  an  average  daily  flow  of 
49,550  gallons.  We  are  still  at  50%  of  plant  design  capacity  allowing  room  for  growth 
within  the  community. 

The  Biochemical  oxygen  demand  (BOD)  removal  efficiency  averaged  85.3  %  and  the 
suspended  solids  (SS)  removal  efficiency  averaged  91.7  %.  The  third  annual  whole 
effluent  toxicity  test  passed  with  no  problems.  This  is  a  biological  measurement  of  the 
effluent's  toxicity  on  the  Salmon  Falls  River  biota. 

All  the  equipment  is  operational  and  in  good  operating  condition.   The  chlorine  system 
was  modified  to  improve  the  mechanical  reliability  and  dosing  accuracy  of  the  system. 
This  has  allowed  a  more  uniform  chlorine  dosing  and  has  reduced  the  amount  of  chlorine 
used  to  1.0  gallon  per  day. 

We  added  hornpout  to  the  lagoons  to  try  and  reduce  the  volume  of  sludge  in  the  bottom 
of  the  lagoons.  We  put  some  in  several  years  ago  and  had  a  dramatic  reduction  in  volume 
of  sludge  in  all  3  lagoons.   By  keeping  the  volume  of  stored  sludge  minimize  will  extend 
the  time  before  the  lagoons  need  to  be  cleaned  out  and  will  save  a  lot  of  money.

We  have  received  the  annual  results  of  the  New  Hampshire  Education  Improvement 
Tests  and  we  are  slightly  below  state  averages  but  improving.  We  do  test  a  greater 
percentage  of  our  students  than  the  state  as  a  whole-does,  and  this  tends  to  depress  results. 

Mr.  Garbart  and  his  staff  will  be  meeting  on  a  regular  basis  to  develop  a  continuum  of 
instruction.  The  results  of  this  continuum  are  expected  to  raise  out  test  results  over  time. 

This  past  year  has  been  marked  by  significant  personnel  changes  in  some  of  our  key 
positions.  We  have  new  personnel  in  Ralph  Garbart,  Nute  Junior/Senior  High  School 
Principal;  Karen  Peranelli,  Business  Administrator;  Preston  Hood,  Special  Education 
Director;  and  Kelly  Parliman,  School  to  Work  Coordinator.

Manufacturer  of  Goods-  An  establishment  engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical 

transformation  of  materials  or  substances  into  new  products,  including  the 
assembling  of  component  parts,  the  creation  of  products,  and  the  blending  of 
material,  such  as  lubricating  oils,  plastics,  resins,  or  liquors.  The  term 
manufacturing  covers  all  mechanical  or  chemical  transformation;  whether  the 
new  product  is  finished  or  semi-finished  as  raw  material  is  some  other  process. 
Manufacturing  production  usually  is  carried  on  for  the  wholesale  market 
rather  than  for  direct  sales,  although  retail  sales  to  the  ultimate  consumer  is 
becoming  more  prevalent.  Processing  on  farms  is  not  classified  as 
manufacturing  if  the  raw  material  is  grown  on  the  farm.  The  manufacturing 
is  accessory  to  the  major  use  of  farming. 

Office  Building-  A  building  used  primarily  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  a  business, 

profession  service,  industry  or  government,  or  like  activity,  and  may  include 
ancillary  services  for  office  workers,  such  as  a  restaurant,  coffee  shop, 
newspaper  or  candy  stand,  and  childcare  facilities. 

Retail  Sales  and  Service-  An  establishment  engaged  in  selling  goods  or  merchandise  to 
the  general  public  for  personal  or  household  consumption  and  rendering 
services  incidental  to  the  sale  of  such  goods.  Some  important  characteristics 
are:  the  establishment  is  usually  a  place  of  business;  the  establishment  buys 
and  receives  as  well  as  sells  merchandise;  and  it  may  process  or  manufacture 
some  of  the  products,  such  a  jeweler  or  baker,  but  such  processing  or 
manufacturing  is  incidental  to  the  selling  activities.  Retail  services  may  also 
involve  processing,  such  as  cleaners,  shoemakers,  and  beauty  parlors.  (Such  as 
stores,  marinas,  banks,  lumber  yards,  machine  shops,  medical  and  dental 
clinics,  and  vet  clinics). 

Temporary  Wireless  Communication  Facility-  Any  wireless  communication  facility 
designed  for  short-term  use  only  for  a  special  event  or  while  a  permanent 
wireless  facility  is  under  construction. 

Tower-  An  antenna  support  structure  consisting  of  a  monopole,  guyed  structure,  or 
freestanding  multi-legged  structure 

Wireless  Communication  Facility  (or  "WCF")-  Any  towers,  poles,  or  other  support 

structures,  attached  antennas,  and  accessory  structures  and  elements  used  for 
the  transmission  or  reception  of  radio  or  television  signals,  or  any  other 
spectrum-based  signals.  Mobile  vehicle  mounted  or  transported  systems,  such 
as  used  for  mobile  news  organizations  are  not  considered  wireless 
communications  facilities  under  this  ordinance. 

To  amend  Article  II,  Definitions  by  deleting  the  following  terms  and  definitions: 

Auto  Service  Station,  Bank,  Boat  Sale  and  Rental,  Bottling  Works,  Convenience  Store, 
Lumber  Yard,  Machine  Shop,  Marina,  Medical  and  Dental  Clinic,  Research  Laboratory, 
Restaurant,  and  Veterinary  Clinic.

1998  ANNUAL  REPORT 


FOREST  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact 
your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing 
ANY  outside  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up 
to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding 
forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the 
Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in 
1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused  sever  damage  to  forests  of  New 
Hampshire.  This  damage  created  greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to 
many  areas  of  the  state.  Your  local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance 
in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the  State.  If  you  need 
assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444- 
8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response 
from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland 
fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

In  May  1998  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  in  conjunction  with  the  Milton  Board 
of  Selectmen  hired  Amy  Townsend  part  time  (20  hours)  to  be  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Director    The  seven  commissioners  currently  include;  Karen  Brown,  Jessie  Estevao, 
Jennifer  Hobler,  Scott  O'Brien,  Karen  Pearson,  Moe  Robillard  and  Molly  Wilson. 
The  Parks  and  Rec.  office  is  currently  located  in  the  Teneriffe  building.  The  phone 
number  is  652-4127. 

PARKS 

The  Wamback  Dam  in  Milton  Mills  was  renovated  and  leaks  were  sealed  in  the  fall  of 
1998.  In  addition,  the  land  adjacent  to  the  Dam  is  being  beautified,  the  old  building  was 
removed  and  the  area  will  be  seeded.  A  nature  path  will  wander  throughout  the  park  and 
this  will  be  filled  in  with  stone  or  gravel.  Safety  fences  were  placed  at  the  most 
dangerous  areas  by  the  water.  2-3  picnic  benches  and  trash  receptacles  will  be 
strategically  placed  about  the  land  for  recreation  purposes.  Flowers  will  also  planted 
around  the  site.  Future  plans  include  a  light  for  the  area  as  well  as  a  small  parking  area. 

The  Lockhart  Field  Park  needs  to  be  leveled,  more  topsoil,  and  to  be  re-seeded.  The 
buildings  and  gates  were  painted  by  volunteers  in  conjunction  with  the  Milton  Athletic 
Association  with  moneys  from  a  grant  for  Strafford  county.  The  tennis  court  has  cracks, 
roots  growing  underneath  it  and  the  fence  is  broken.  The  court  should  be  30  feet  from 
trees  on  all  sides.  The  estimate  for  a  new  court  is  approximately  $30,000. 

Avery  Playground  needs  new  topsoil  and  to  be  re-seeded  to  make  this  an  attractive  and 
safe  playground  for  Milton  Residents  to  recreate. 

RECREATION 

1000  recreation  needs  assessment  surveys  were  sent  out  via  the  Milton  Newsletter.  Only 
10  were  returned,  representing  both  the  apathy  of  the  residents  and  the  need  for  recreation 
programming  and  a  facility  to  house  such  activities.  The  P&R  Director  has  since  been 
researching  grant  funding  and  doing  surveys  of  teens,  parents  and  seniors  to  realize  what 
the  specific  needs  are  and  how  to  address  those  needs.  Donna  Kerwin-Lane  a 
professional  grant  writer  from  Ossipee  has  been  contacted  and  will  be  working  on  a 
proposal  in  January  1999  to  receive  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  a 
facility  to  house  local  Community  Action  Programs,  senior  and  teen  programs  as  well  as 
general  recreational  programs.  The  economics  of  the  town  warrant  such  a  facility 
however  Wakefield  and  Union  has  recently  received  funding  to  build  a  similar  facility  so 
the  grant  may  be  denied  due  to  the  close  proximity  of  the  two  sites.  The  Director  has  also 
been  working  closely  with  VISTAS  from  Plus  Time  New  Hampshire  to  design  teen  and 
pre-teen  after  school  programs  and  find  grant  funding  to  help  support  these  programs. 

Programs  run  by  Parks  and  Rec.  in  1998  include  Bambino  Baseball,  Youth  Soccer,  Youth 
Basketball,  Arts  and  Crafts  for  youth,  Christmas  Crafts,  Adult  Pick-up  Basketball  and 
Pick-up  volleyball  for  Adults.  Discount  tickets  for  performances  at  the  Whittamore 
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Center  have  been  offered.   Special  events  include  an  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  A  Halloween 
Party,  Winter  Break  Camp,  Adult  Basket  Weaving  Class  and  a  Trip  to  the  Medieval 
Manor.  The  Department  had  a  drawing  contest  for  the  new  logo.  Parks  and  Rec.  also 
offered  free  photos  with  Santa.   In  July  the  P&R  Department  requested  permission  to  use 
the  Town  Beach  for  a  Milton  Town  Day.  This  request  was  denied  by  the  Milton  Beach 
Commission.  Current  all  programs  run  by  Parks  and  Rec.  are  run  out  of  various 
buildings  that  are  willing  to  donate  space  if  space  is  available  at  the  desired  time. 

In  1999  budget  providing,  the  Department  hopes  to  continue  to  grow  and  offer  more 
programs  for  Adults  and  Seniors.   Some  of  the  programs  would  include  Conversational 
language  classes,  adult  art  classes,  horseback  riding  lesson  packages,  a  ski  program, 
snowmobile  safety  course,  boating  safety  course,  senior  luncheons,  seniorcise,  aerobics. 
parent  toddler  programs,  a  seed  to  salad  garden  program  and  a  5K  roadrace.  If  funding  is 
appropriated  and  space  can  be  found,  the  Parks  and  Rec.  department  would  also  like  to 
host  a  camp  in  the  summer  for  a  few  weeks.  These  programs  will  be  offered  in  addition 
to  the  existing  programs  offered  by  Parks  and  Rec.

In  March  of  1997,  Milton  became  a  member  town  of  WEDCO,  and  Don  Hanefeld  was 
selected  as  the  town  representative. 

WEDCO  is  a  non-profit  501(c)(3)  Regional  Economic  Development  Corporation.  It  was 
founded  for  the  sole  purpose  of  promoting  economic  growth  in  the  Eastern  Lakes  Region 
by  assisting  the  towns  in  this  region  with  their  economic  development  effort.  Within  this 
region  are  Milton,  Farmington,  Middleton,  Brookfield,  Wolfeboro,  Wakefield, 
Moultonborough,  Tuftenborough,  and  New  Durham.  For  the  most  part,  these  are  small 
towns  that  have  a  difficult  time  mounting  an  effective  economic  development  effort. 
WEDCO  exists  to  help  member  town. 

WEDCO's  mission  is  to  assist  in  retaining  and  supporting  existing  businesses,  to  assist  in 
locating  environmentally  friendly  businesses  to  our  towns,  and  to  help  establish  new 
businesses.  This  is  done  by  providing  assistance  in  financing,  business  and  technical 
consultations,  information  and  statistics,  and  training. 

WEDCO  was  established  under  the  auspices  of  New  Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning, 
and  maintains  a  close  working  relationship  with  all  State  and  Federal  agencies  involved 
in  economic  development.  WEDCO  will  partner  with  the  towns  to  access  all  agencies  for 
their  service  and  information.  It  is  through  WEDCO  that  Community  Development  Block 
Grants  will  be  arranged  and  monitored,  for  use  in  the  towns  economic  development 
programs.

1998  ANNUAL  REPORT 


ROUTE  16  CORRIDOR  COMMITTEE 

The  Route  16  Study  was  initiated  a  few  years  ago  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation  to  plan  for  the  future  transportation  needs  of  all  the  towns  served  by  Route 
16.  Milton  is  in  "Working  Group  2"  and  Susan  Foster  Brown  &  Don  Hanefeld  are  your 
representatives  on  this  study. 

We  have  been  working  on  the  study  for  more  than  two  years,  and  are  now  able  to  pass  on 
some  thoughts  pertaining  to  the  study. 

•  Although  maintenance  and  improvements  in  our  current  highway  system  has  top 
priority,  alternate  modes  of  transportation  are  under  consideration.  (Such  as  railroad, 
bus,  bike  paths,  hiking  paths,  etc.)  There  is  a  strong  desire  to  limit  the  building  of  new 
roads,  as  the  only  solution  to  future  transportation  needs. 

•  It  is  desired  to  provide  safe,  rapid  and  efficient  transportation  for  business,  enhance  a 
visitors  experience,  enrich  the  quality  of  life  for  our  residents  and  protect  our  natural 
resources. 

•  Congestion  is  one  of  the  principal  problems  that  disrupts  safe,  rapid  transportation. 
One  of  the  contributing  factors  to  congestion  is  strip  development  along  the  main 
highways,  because  of  the  many  access  points  inherent  in  such  development.  It  is 
desired  to  foster  "nodal"  development  at  key  places  and  limit  strip  development.  This 
would  allow  better  control  of  access  and  protect  the  natural  environment  along  the 
greater  length  of  the  highway. 

•  Design  of  traffic  patterns  along  feeder  roads  leading  from  our  villages  to  the  main 
highways,  is  an  important  consideration. 

•  However,  with  ever  increasing  travel,  transportation  requires  more  and  more 
attention.  This  is  the  challenge  faced  by  NHDOT. 

There  are  many  programs  underway  to  keep  up  with  the  ever-increasing  transportation 
needs.  I'm  sure  everyone  has  heard  about  building  two  more  lanes  around  Rochester,  and 
the  ever-popular  Conway  Bypass  Note:  There  is  limited  space  in  this  report  to  cover 
much  ground.  Watch  for  much  more  information  in  Milton  News,  scheduled  to  be  issued 
monthly  in  1999.

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CEMETERY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

There  are  89  known  cemeteries  in  Milton.  Of  these,  21  have  perpetual  care  funds 
appropriated.  The  trustees  are  responsible  for  insuring  that  these  perpetual  care  plots  are 
maintained.  The  Town  of  Milton  has  also  taken  over  the  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  in 
Lebanon,  Maine  since  many  Milton  residents  are  buried  there.  In  1998,  the  trustees  lost 
long-time  caretaker  Bob  Marcoux  to  retirement.  Bob  maintained  many  cemeteries  in 
town  with  diligence  and  care.   Thank  you,  Bob,  for  your  many  years  of  outstanding 
service! 

The  ice  storm  of  January  wreaked  havoc  on  many  cemeteries  making  the  usual 
spring  clean  up  that  much  harder.  The  trustees  hired  an  independent  contractor  to  help 
out  with  this.   In  April,  the  trustees  and  the  town's  public  works  department  entered  into 
an  agreement  where  the  newly  hired  maintenance  person,  Jim  Melanson,  would  be  in 
charge  of  the  grounds  keeping.  In  the  past,  the  trustees  hired  three,  four  or  five  different 
independent  contractors  to  perform  this  job.   The  trustees  were  extremely  happy  with  the 
work  performed  by  Jim  and  hope  that  this  relationship  will  continue  into  the  future. 

The  fence  on  the  northern  side  of  the  George  Plummer  Cemetery  was  replaced 
and  repaired  by  former  trustee,  Bob  McKinley.  The  trustees  greatly  appreciate  Bob  for 
volunteering  to  perform  this  task.  Bob  also  cleans  numerous  cemeteries  in  town. 

In  August,  the  trustees  contracted  with  Holyoke  Iron  Works  to  repair  the  gate  of 
the  Silver  Street  Cemetery.   An  uninsured  motorist  damaged  the  gate  a  few  years  ago. 
In  November,  the  trustees  contracted  with  Union  Marble  &  Granite  Works  to  repair  and 
upright  numerous  headstones  and  markers.  This  has  become  an  annual  undertaking  as 
most  of  the  stones  become  very  fragile  over  the  years.   Soil  settling  causes  many  larger 
stones  to  lean  or  topple.   The  trustees  have  received  subsidies  from  the  Lockhart  Fund  for 
this  project. 

We  are  always  seeking  volunteers  to  help  maintain  cemeteries  that  are  not 
covered  by  perpetual  care  funding.   If  you  have  a  cemetery  near  your  residence  that  is  not 
currently  maintained,  please  consider  performing  an  annual  ltouch-up\  Just  the  removal 
of  winter's  twigs,  leaves  and  branches  improves  the  appearance  immensely.   If  you 
would  like  to  volunteer  to  take  care  of  a  particular  cemetery,  please  contact  Steve  at  652- 
7076.  Also,  if  you  see  a  potentially  hazardous  situation  such  as  a  down  or  leaning  tree  in 
a  cemetery,  please  inform  the  trustees 

In  1999,  we  plan  to  continue  our  headstone  repairs.   We  also  plan  to  mark  every 
cemetery  with  its  name  and  number  for  easy  identification  and  location  by  everyone.   If 
you  would  like  to  help  out  on  this  project  (scheduled  for  the  spring/summer),  please 
contact  Steve  or  Merle.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENTS 

The  1998  year  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  (ZBA).  We  foresee 
an  increase  in  applications  for  1999,  which  called  for  a  budget  increase.  We  receive 
revenues  in  the  way  of  application  fees,  along  with  reimbursement  for  mailings  to 
abutters  and  payment  for  legal  notices  which  must  be  printed  in  a  newspaper. 

In  addition  to  hearing  appeals  for  reversals  of  Administrative  Decisions,  Variances  and 
Special  Exceptions,  the  ZBA  held  its  first  hearing  for  an  application  for  Equitable  Waiver 
of  Dimensional  Requirements. 

The  ZBA  also  has  the  responsibility  to  issue  certificates  of  approval  for  junkyard 
licenses,  it  acts  as  the  Building  Code  Board  of  Appeals  (in  the  absence  of  a  separate 
board),  it  hears  appeals  of  Administrative  Decisions  for  permits  to  build  on  Class  VI  or 
private  roads  and  hear  appeals  on  the  expansion  of  non-conforming  uses. 

The  ZBA  acts  in  a  quasi-judicial  capacity  and  may  even  compel  witnesses  to  testify  at  a 
hearing.  The  chairman,  then  has  the  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses.  Revisions 
to  Milton's  Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  state's  Land  Use  Laws  necessitate  keeping  up  to 
date.  The  role  of  a  volunteer  ZBA  member  is  not  always  an  easy  one! 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  Jodie  Kimball  as  our  Secretary,  to  accomplish  much  of  the 
administrative  and  the  day-to-day  work  that  must  be  handled. 

Our  meetings  are  scheduled  on  an  as-needed  basis,  when  applications  are  submitted 
They  are  held  in  the  Teneriffe  Building  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

Members  of  the  ZBA  are  elected,  while  alternate  members  are  appointed    Residents  are 
encouraged  to  run  for  open  offices  or  contact  one  of  the  members  below,  regarding  an 
interest  in  being  appointed  as  an  alternate.
